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TOWN BY-LAWS. 


AS REPORTED BY THE COMMITTEE. 


The undersigned, a Committee chosen to revise the Town By-Laws, 
report the following as herein-after written for your consid- 
eration ; together with that portion of the present By-Laws 
approved June 8th, 1874, by the Superior Court, then in 
session at Cambridge, (generally known as the Fire By- 
Laws) ; which last named By-Laws we recommend to stand 
unaltered, and not affected by the adoption of the code here- 
with presented, but to form a part thereof.

At the Superior Court, begun and holden at Lowell, within and 
for said County, on the second Monday of March, being the 
twelfth day of said month, anno domini 1877. 


The following By-Laws, adopted by the town of Natick, at a 
5) 
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legal town meeting held on the fifth day of March, A. D. 1877, are 
presented to this Court for approval, to wit: 


ARTICLE I. 
SECTION I. 


Town meetings shall be notified by posting attested copies of 
she warrant calling the same, in each of the post offices in town, 
seven days before the day appointed for said meeting, and by pub- 
lishing a like attested copy in some newspaper (if any be published 
m town), once before said meeting. 


ARTICLE II. 
SECTION I. 


The presiding officer, while occupying that position, shall not 
participate in any discussion before the meeting over which he is 
chosen to preside. 


SECTION II. 


Every person speaking in any meeting shall stand with his 
head uncovered, and first address the presiding officer of the meet- 
ing; and no person shall proceed with his remarks upon any 
question without the approbation of the presiding officer. 


SECTION III. 


No person shall speak more than twice upon any one question 
or subject before the meeting, except for the correction of an error 
or to make an explanation, without first obtaining leave of the 
meeting to do so, and not until others who have not spoken upon 
the question, shall speak, if they desire. 


SECTION IV. 


All motions offered for the consideration of the meeting shall 
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be in writing, if so required by the presiding officer, Town Clerk, 
er the meeting. 


SECTION VY. 


No vote fixing the time for closing a ballot shall be reconsid- 
ered after such ballot shall have commenced; but it may be in 
order to extend the time without such reconsideration. 


SECTION VI. 


All committees shall be nominated by the presiding officer of 
the meeting, unless otherwise ordered by a vote of two-thirds of 
the voters present and voting. 


SECTION VII. 


No article in any warrant shall be taken up and considered out 
of its order. except by a vote of the meeting. 


SECTION VIII. 


The duties of the presiding officer not specially provided for 
by law, nor by the foregoing rules, shall be determined by the rules 
of parliamentary law, as laid down in Cushing’s Manual, so far as 
they are applicable to town meetings. 


ARTICLE III. 
SECTION I. 


The financial year shall begin with the first day of March in 
each year, and end with the last day of February following. 


SECTION II. 


The annual town meeting shall be held on the third Monday of 
March in each year. 
SECTION Ill. 


The assessment of all taxes shall be completed and committed 
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to the Collector on or before the fifteenth day of July in each 
year. 
SECTION Iv. 


The Collector shall, within thirty days after receiving the list 
of taxes, make out a tax bill to every person, corporation or com- 
pany of persons named in such tax list, in which tax bill shall be 


printed the rate of taxation, the time when all taxes are due and 


payable, and the time after which ‘interest will be charged; the 
time when a summons will issue, the time when the property taxed 
may be sold for taxes, or the person arrested, and shall deliver, or 
mail through the post office, to every person so taxed, his tax bill 


SECTION V. 


All taxes shall become due, and be payable on the first day 
of September in each year ; and for all taxes remaining unpaid after 
November first following their assessment, the Collector shall issue 
his summons to every such delinquent tax payer with costs; and 
if the tax is not paid on or before the first day of Decem- 
ber following said first day of November, one per cent per 
month shall be charged and collected upon such taxes after 
said first day of December to time of payment, as interest thereon. 
Provided however, no real estate shall be sold for non-payment of 
taxes before the first day of February, next following the assess~ 
ment thereof. All taxes upon real estate remaining unpaid on said 
first day of February, the Collector shall proceed to collect by sale 
_ or otherwise and shall complete his collections or make sale of such 
estates on or before the the first day of May, following the assess- 
ment thereof. The Collector shall have and possess all the author- 
ity, powers, and privileges, delegated to Town Treasurers whem 
they are made Collectors of taxes. 


SECTION VI. 


The Town Treasurer and Town Clerk shall take the oath of 
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office, and shall on or before the first day of May in each year, file 
each with the other his official bond, with surety or sureties ap- 
proved by the Selectmen, and in such amounts as the Selectmen 
shall require, conditioned to account for and pay over all monies 
coming into their hands, in their official capacity as Treasurer and 
Clerk. 


SECTION VII. 


The Overseers of the Poor, Town Treasurer, Town Clerk, 
_ Surveyors of Highways, Engineers of the Fire Department, Board of 
Water Commissioners, School Committee, Tax Collector, Trustees. 
under the will of Mary Ann Morse, and police officers, shall make: 
up their annual report and deliver to the Selectmen a copy thereof, 
on or before the fifth day of March, in each year; which reports, 
_ together with their own report, and such other matters as are usnally 
published, the Selectmen shall cause to be printed and distributed, 
at or before the annual meeting in each year. 


The report of the Collector shall show the amount of taxes. 
committed to him for collection, the amount collected, the amount 
of interest collected, the amount of taxes abated, and the amount 
uncollected, and what proportion of the uncollected remains as a 
lien upon reaF estate, and what portion is on polls only. 


The report of the Town Clerk shall show the number.of births 
and marriages in town during the year, the number of deaths, and 
the causes+ thereof, so far as stated in the returns, the number of 
dogs licensed, and the amount received therefor, and such other 
matter as is usually contained in like reports. 


ARTICLE IV. 


SECTION I. 


No building shall be removed over any public street without a: 
written permit from the Selectmen. Amd the Selectmen shall not.

grant a permit for such purpose when such removal will cause the 
destruction or serious injury of any tree, or shrub standing on the 
street, or owned by any citizen and projecting over any street, un- 
less the consent of the person on whose premises such tree or shrub 
may stand, shall first be obtained ; under a penalty of not less than 
ten nor more than twenty dollars for each offence. 


SECTION II. 


If any building shall be-removed over or through any public 
street, the owner of such building, and the persons moving the 
same, shall be jointly and severally liable to the town for all dam- 
ages, costs, and expenses, which the town may be compelled to pay 
in consequence of such removal; or in consequence of any obstruc- 
tion, incumbrance, or injury occasioned thereby. 


SECTION III. 


No person shall place, or cause to be placed, in any of the — 


public streets or squares, any dirt, rubbish, wood, timber, building 
material, or other material of any kind, so as to obstruct the pas- 
sage over the street in any part thereof, without a permit in writing 
So to do, being first had and obtained from the Selectmen of the 
town, under a penalty of not less than five ner more than twenty 
dollars. 

SECTION IY. 

Any person violating the provisions of the foregoing section, 
who shall suffer the material so placed by hini in such street or 
square to remain therein more than twenty-four hours, shall forfeit 
ten dollars for every additional day such material is suffered there 
to remain. 


SECTION V. 


No person shall pasture or tether any animal in any street in 
the town so as to obstruct the street or the sidewalk thereof, under 
a penalty of not less than two nor more than ten dollars for each 
offence. 


S 
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SECTION VI. 


No person shall pasture any animal upon any street in the 
town, with or without a keeper. except within the limits of such 
way adjoining his own premises, and on the same side of the street 
therewith—under a penalty of not less than two nor more than ten 
dollars for each offence. 


SECTION VII. 


No person shall bathe or swim in any of the waters within the 
town in a nude state in places exposed to public view, or in the 
immediate vicinity of the occupants of any dwelling house, shop 
or factory, under a penalty of not less than three nor more than ten 
dollars for each offence. 


SECTION VIII. 


No person shall ride, drive, or suffer any horse under his con- 
trol to go at an immoderate or unreasonable speed in, any of the 
public streets in town, so as to inconvenience any person lawfully 
using such street, under a penalty of not less than ten nor more 
than twenty dollars for each offence. 


SECTION IX. 


No esa shall post up or affix in any manner any bill, plac- 
ard, or notice, either written or printed, upon the fences, walls, or 
upon any part of any building in town, without the permission of 
the occupants thereof; or if there be no occupant, without the con- 
sent of the owner thereof being first obtained. Any person violat- 
ing the provisions of this rule shall forfeit not less than five nor 
more than twenty dollars. 


SECTION X. 
No person shall sell from any cart, wagon or vehicle within the 


limits of Natick, or from any temporary stand erected within said 
town, any lemons, oranges, pine apples, banannas, peanuts, patent 
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medicines, patent articles of any kind, without a license so to do 


being first had and obtained from the Selectmen, under a penalty - 


of not less than five nor more than twenty dollars for each offence. 
Provided however that nothing herein contained shall apply to any 
person exercising the business of a hawker and peddler under a 
license from the Secretary of State. 


SECTION XI. 


No person shall throw stones, snow balls, base balls, or other 
missiles, or coast or course upon any sled, or play at base ball or 
foot ball in any public street in town, nor obstruct in any manner 
the travel upon any street in town; nor unnecessarily make any 
alarming or tumultuous noise, nor utter loud outcries or exclama- 
tions to the disturbance of persons in the town; nor take hold of, 
nor ride upon the hind part of any carriage without leave of the 
driver thereof; nor remain upon any sidewalk in the town so as to 
obstruct the free passage of any person desiring to pass by the 
point where such persons are standing; nor stand in or about the 
the doorway of any shop, store, or office in town, so as to an- 
noy the occupants thereof, or obstruct the free use of said 
doorways; nor drive, wheel, or. draw any coach, cart, or 
other carriage, except children’s hand carriages drawn by 
hand; nor back and allow any cart, wagon or carriage to stand 
upon or across any sidewalk in town ; nor drive or permit any horse 
under his care to go or stand upon any sidewalk in the town; nor 
use any profane, indecent, or insulting language in any street or 
public place in the town; under penalty (in each. instance,) of not. 
less than two, nor more than twenty, dollars, for each offence. 


SECTION XII. 


No person shall join or be with any assemblage of persons, or 
any group or-number.of persons exceeding five, who are lounging 
or walking about in any street or square; nor lounge or stroll 
through any of the hall-ways, entry-ways, or stairways, of any 
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school house, or any of the blocks of buildings in town, without 
business, or without permission from the owner or occupant thereof ; 
or on any common, in any cemetery or grave-yard, or yard of any 
school house, under a penalty of not less than two nor more than 
twenty dollars for each offence. 


SECTION XIII. 


Whenever the word ‘ street” or ‘‘streets” is mentioned in 
these By-Laws, it shall be understood as including alleys, lanes, 
courts, public squares, and public places, and it shall also be un- 
derstood to include sidewalks, unless the contrary is expressed. 


SECTION XIV. 


Whenever anything is prohibited in any of these By-Laws, the 
person or persons instigating the commission of the thing prohibi- 
ted, as well as the person actually doing the same, shall be equally 
_liable to the penalty prescribed. 


SECTION XV. 


Whenever in any of these By-Laws anything is prohibited to 
be done without the license or permission of the Selectmen, they 
shall have the power to permit or license such thing to be done, but 
upon terms if by them thought advisable. 


SECTION XVI. 


All fines, forfeitures and penalties incurred and recovered un- 
der these By-Laws, (excepting only such as may be collected under 
Article V, and those shall be for the use of the schools) shall be for 
the use of the Town. 


ARTICLE V. 
SECTION I. 


Every person having under his or her control a child between 
the ages of eight and twelve years, shall cause said child to attend 
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some public day school in town at least twenty weeks in each and 
every year. Provided such child be not physically nor mentally 
incapacitated so as to render such attendance impracticable. Any 
person violating the provision of this rule, shall be punished by 
fine not exceeding twenty dollars for each offence. 


SECTION II. 


Any child who while a member of any public school in town, 
shall absent himself or herself from such school without the know- 
ledge and consent of his or her teacher, parent or guardian, shall 
be deemed and taken for a truant. 


SECTION III. 


Any child between the ages of eight and fifteen years, residing 
in town, who shall not attend some public school or suitable insti- 
tution of instruction (which institution shall meet the approval of 
the School Committee), at least twenty weeks in a year, shall be 
deemed and taken for a habitual truant and absentee from school. 


SECTION IV. 


Any person, upon conviction of being a truant or absentee 
from school, shall be punished by fine not exceeding twenty dollars, 
or by assignment and confinement to the State’s primary school at 
Monson, for discipline and instruction, for a term not exceeding 
two years. 

SECTION V. 


The School Committee shall annually appoint two persons, 
Truant Officers, whose duty*it shall be, in case of any violation of 
these By-Laws, to make complaint, and carry into execution the 
sentence of the Court thereon. The Truant Officers shall receive 
such compensation for their services as the School Committee may 
determine. 

SECTION VI. 


It shall be the duty of the Truant Officers to enquire diligently 


& 
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concerning all persons between the ages aforesaid, who seem to be 
idle or vagrant, or who, whether employed or unemployed, appear 
to be growing up in ignorance, and to enter complaint against all 


minor children found unlawfully absent from school. 


ARTICLE VI. 
SECTION I. 


It shall be the duty of the Sclectmen to cause to be prosecuted 
all parties who may cut, mark or mar, defile, deface, or in any 
manner damage or injure any public building belonging to the town, 
or any out-building or appendage to such building, or who may 
damage or injure any fence enclosing any land belonging to the 
town. 


SECTION II. 


Whoever shall be proved guilty of damaging or injuring any 
_ building or structure referred to in the foregoing section, shall be 
punished by fine not less than one nor more than twenty dollars, 
for each offence | 


SECTION III. 


It shall be the duty of the teachers of the several schools in 
the town, and of the School Committee, to report to the Selectmen 
all instances of damage, injury or nuisance committed upon any 
school building, or upon any out-building or appendage to such 
school building, or upon any.fence enclosing any school building or 
play ground, or upon any school apparatus, to the Selectmen of the 
town, and upon the receipt of such information the Selectmen shall 
investigate the case, and if in their judgment an offence has been 
committed, they shall (unless satisfactory amends be made,) cause 
the law to be fully enforced for all such trespasses and malicious 
mischief, against the offenders. 
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~' ARTICLE VII. . 
SECTION I. 


It shall be the duty of the Selectmen to pay a reward of ten 
‘dollars to any person who shall give information that shall lead to 
the conviction of any person and every person guilty of committing 
“any of the offences enumerated in the twelfth section of the twen- 
ty-eighth chapter of the General Statutes. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


SECTION I. 


The town, at its annual meeting -in each year, shall choose a 
Board of Health, consistingwf three persons, whose duty it shall 
be to look after the sanitary condition of the town, make such reg- 
ulations as deemed necessary for the public health and safety, 
respecting nuisances, sources of filth and causes of sickness within 
‘the town, and respecting articles capable of containing or convey- 
ing infection or contagion, or of creating sickness brought into or 
-conveyed from the town. - 


SECTION II. 


It shall be the duty of the Board of Health to enter complaint 
against all persons violating the laws of the Commonwealth, pro- 
viding for the preservation of the public health, and to prosecute 
the same to final judgment at the expense of the town. 


ARTICLE IX. * 
SECTION I. 


In all cases in which no other provision has been made for 
prosecutions, it shall be the duty of the Selectmen, Constable and 
Police Officers, under the direction of the Selectmen, to prosecute 
all violations of the foregoing By-Laws, and all fines recovered for

any violation (except under Article V), shail be for the use of the 
town. 


ARTICLE X. 
SEOTION I. 


All By-Laws heretofore passed by the town inconsistent heres 
with (and especially such as were approved by the Superior Court 
in Middlesex County on the twenty-third day of June, A. D. 1868), 
are hereby repealed. 


SECTION II. 


_ These By-Laws sball take effect and be in force when approved 
by the Superior Court. 


Which By-Laws, as herein before recorded, were approved and 

adopted by the town at its annual meeting, March 5, 1877, 

_as hereinbefore recorded under the proceedings of the town 
under Article (2) two in the Warrant.

FIRE BY-LAWS. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
MIDDLESEX, SS. 


At the Superior Court begun and holden at Cambridge, within and 
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for the County of Middlesex, on the first Monday of June, 
being the first day of said month, Anno Domini 1874. 


The following By-Laws, adopted by the town of Natick, at a 
legal town meeting held on the twenty-third day of April, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and seventy-four, are 
presented to this Court for approval, to wit: 


FIRST. 


The Board of Selectmen, for the time being, shall be deemed 
and known as Inspectors of Buildings. 


SECOND. 


The construction and maintenance of buildings on a tract of 
land situate between Railroad Avenue on the north and East Cen- 
tral street on the south, North Main street on the west and Wash- 
ington street on the east, known as the Square, shall be as follows: 
the walls of all buildings which shall be erected and set up within 
the limits of said Square, shall be constructed of iron, stone, brick, 
or other incombustible material, and the buildings shall be covered 
with slate, tin, tile, or other equally incombustible material, and no 
wooden structure now standing within said Square (except Miss 
Susan L. Morse’s house, and that only so long as the Inspectors 
shall allow), shall be maintained or used by any, person, unless 
enclosed in walls and covered as required above for new buildings, 
and no wooden gutters shall be used upon any buildings in said 
Square. 


THIRD. 


No building shall hereafter be erected and built upon the fol- 
lowing described tract of land, to wit: one hundred and fifty feet 
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wide westerly from the westerly side of North and South Main 
streets, as now used; extending southward from land of the Boston 
and Albany Railroad Company to land of Albert F. Mason, unless 
the walls thereof shall be constructed of iron, stone, brick, or other 
incombustible material, and covered with slate, tin, tile, or other 
material equally incombustible ; and no wooden gutters or conduct- 
ors shall be used on such buildings. And all the out walls in all 
the buildings before mentioned shall be not less than twelve inches. 
in thickness, except in special cases the Inspectors may require or 
permit the walls to be of a greater or less thickness. 


FOURTH. 


The following regulations shall apply to all the territory not. 
heretofore designated and lying within a radius of half a mile from 
the point of intersection. of Central and Main Streets, to wit: no 
person shall erect or place thereon any wooden structure over eight 
feet in height, length or breadth, at a less distance than ten feet. 
from any land not owned by him, without permission of the In- 
spectors or owner of land adjoining, in writing, first had and 
obtained, and duly recorded in the records of the town; or the 
intervention of a brick wall as high as the eaves of the new build- 
ing. 

FIFTH—FOUNDATIONS. 


Block or other stone foundations for receiving brick walls must. 
be laid upon solid ground in cement or mortar, not less than three 
feet below the surface exposed to, frost, and not less than twenty- 
four inches thick. — 


SIXTH—CHIMNEYS, FLUES, ETC. 


All buildings in which fires are built and used, shall be furnish- 
ed with brick, stone or other fire-proof chimneys built from non- 
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conducting material, and all brick flues shall be plastered inside 
smoothly with mortar from top to bottom, and outside below the 
roof of the building. In no case shall chimneys rest upon any 
flooring without a footing of masonery or iron supporting them. 
All flues shall be topped out at least four feet above the roof of the 
building to which they belong. No wood-work of any kind, shall be 
_ placed at a less distance than four inches from the outside of any 
flue. In no case shalla nail be driven into the masonry of the flue. 
N 0 wood-work shall be placed at a less distance than one inch from 
any tin or other metal flue or flues, pipe or pipes, used or intended 
to be used to convey heated air or steam in any building, unless 
such flues or pipes shall be cased with metal leaving a free circula- 
tiou of air all around the same. . 


No smoke pipe in any building shall hereafter enter any flue 
unless the said pipe shall be at least twelve inches from either the 
floors or ceilings, and in all cases where smoke pipes pass through 
stud or wooden partitions of any kind,whether the%ame be plaster- 
ed or not, they shall be guarded by either a double collar of metal, 
with an air space of four inches at least for ventilation, or by a 
soap-stone ring not less than three inches in thickness and extend- 
ing through the entire partition. 


SEVENTH—ALTERATIONS, ETC. 


No wooden building now erected or hereafter to be erected 
shall be altered, raised, roofed, enlarged or otherwise built upon in 
any manner contrary to the terms of these By-Laws, within the 
burnt district limits. 


EIGHTH—PENALTY. 


The penalty for violating any of these By-Laws and regulations 
shall not be less than twenty nor more than fifty dollars, and a like 
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penalty for every days’ continuance of said violation, after due 
notice by the Inspectors, to be recovered by indictment or com- 
plaint before any court of competent jurisdiction for the benefit of 
the town. The Supreme Judicial Court is authorized to issue an 
injunction restraining the erection or alteration of any building, in 
violation of these regulations. | 


NINTH—INSPECTORS. 


It shall be the duty of the Inspectors to examine into 
the condition of all buildings standing upon the tracts of 
land described herein or hereafter to be erected, as men- 
tioned in these By-Laws, and especially it shall be their duty 
to prosecute all violations thereof, by complaint or other prop- 
er process, before any court having competent jurisdiction of the © 
offence. 


Which Fire By-Laws, as herein before recorded, were approved 
and adopted by the Town of Natick, at a legal meeting 
of the voters thereof in a Town Meeting, held on the 
twenty-third day of April, A. D. eighteen hundred and 
seventy-four.

The Town in making appropriations last March, made them on 
the basis and calculations of meeting the expenses for twelve 


* Td 


months; whereas we have had to meet the expenses thirteen months, 
caused by changing the beginning of the fiscal year from the first of 
February to the first of March; and we have drawn the unpreced- 
ented number of eleven hundred forty-six (1146) orders. Last 
year the largest number was nine hundred eighty-one (981). The 
above facts will explain why some of the appropriations have been 
overdrawn—particularly schools, police, support of poor and fire 
. department. But it will be seen by the account on the new High 
School house, that we had to pay $1,663.56 more than the town 
voted to borrow, owing to the fact that the building committee 
deemed the time unpropitious for selling the old High School house. 
But our report will show that although paying thirteen months, we 
have reduced the debt of the town $2279.05, as compared with last 
year. 


The Selectmen have estimated for schools the current year $17,- 
000. The school committee, believing that owing to the rapid aug- 
mentation of scholars the past ycar that they will have to institute 
an additional school at the commencement of the new term. They 
further assert that it would add to the efficiency of the High School 
to have a second assistant teacher when they enter the new build- 
ing in the Spring term. 


FOR ROADS AND BRIDGES. 


We have appraised for roads and bridges, $5,000. Last year 
the Town appropriated the above amount, and we paid out of the 
above appropriations $1096.41 to the Engineers for use of horses: 
and payment of drivers. But we think that system detrimental to 
the best interests of the Town. ‘The Engineers and Selectmen, 
after consulting together on the best manner of methodizing how 
the horses could be used to the best advantage and with the least 
complication in accounts, agreed on the following plan, viz :—The 
Selectmen to have full control of the horses for Town use, and the 
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feeding of the horses and payment of drivers to be charged to the 
Highway account. The foregoing plan obviating all charges for 
use of horses while the Engineers retain full control of the horses 
for fire purposes. 


The officers of the Grand Army Republic and Selectmen think 
that $500 will be adequate to appropriate for the families of poor 
soldiers. We would here remark that magnanimous credit is due 
to the officers of the G. A. R., for their efficient services and valid 
judgment in selecting efficacious recipients for the town’s munifi- 
cence. As the law requires the money to be disbursed by the Se- 
lectmen, we would here like to state that their duty was rendered 
light by the equitable and zealous assistance of the said officers. 


NIGHT POLICE. © 


We estimate for night police and care of lock-up $3000. We 
believe that the town cannot make a more prudent or judicious in- 
vestment than to appropriate sufficient money for their maintenance. 
They have rendered efficient service in the protection of property, 
and in preserving order and decorum on our streets. They have 
also aided the Selectmen materially in enforcing the license law. 
The night watch has become an institution that is indispensable, 
and we heartily commend it to the favorable consideration of the 
eitizens of Natick. We further recommend to the auspicious con- 
sideration of the voters, the propriety and necessity of having a 
day policeman. A day policeman could act in the capacity of a 
truant officer for the schools in the centre village, besides keeping 
the streets orderly and decorous. 


The Building Committee elected to build the new High School 
building, ask for an additional appropriation to enable them to 
complete and furnish the building, and for fencing and grading the 
lot. The ereater part of the appropriation if granted, will be re- 
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fundéd when a proper and favorable time shall come to dispose of 
the old school house and lot of land. The Committee have not 
deemed it advisable to sell under the general depression of business 
and low values in real estate. This estate being made less valuable 
by the Committee being unable to give possession to a purchaser 
until after the school shall have moved into the new building. 


An enumeration of the number of liquor licenses granted by 
the Selectmen the past year, shows a total of 30—twenty-two for 
the sale of spirituous liquors, und eight for the sale of malt liquors. 
For'the former class, they received $2200; for the latter, $400. 


The subject. of issuing liquor licenses, under the law of the 
State, is one which we think properly calls for anddeserves careful 
and candid consideration by the citizens of Natick, and a spirit of 
predjudice ought never to be allowed to supplant candor and frank- 
ness in dealing with this subject. 


It is needless for us to say in this connection, that there is a 
wide diversity of opinion concerning the propriety of granting li- 
censes for the sale of intoxicants. Some persons think—and we 
would not for a single moment question their entire conscientious- 
ness in thus thinking—that it is not only wrong, but wicked, to li- | 
cense the sale of intoxicating liquors of any description. Others 
argue that as a very great majority of men, more or less statedly, 
drink either spirituous or malt liquors, there should be some well- 
regulated places where they can obtain the same. 


At the beginning of our term of office, we gave the whole sub- 
ject a thorough, careful, and, as we believe, judicious, consideration 
and examination, being actuated solely and absolutely with a de- 
sire to do what, everything considered, we believed to be for the 
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best interests of the town. As theresult of our inquiry and delib- 
eration, we concluded to grant licenses, for the following reasons : 


First, because under the Prohibitory Law, when licenses could 
not be granted, intoxicating liquors were sold by any parties who 
wanted to sell them; and although the State employed a large force 
ef Police, created and paid for the one special purpose of prevent- 
ing the liquor traffic,—yet with all the seizures and prosecutions of 
that memorable period, intoxicating liquors were largely sold with 


comparative impunity. We take it this is a fact which will hardly 
be denied. 


Second, the records of our Criminal Courts show there was more 
drunkenness and crime during any one of the last seven years of 
Prohibition than during either the years 1875 or 1876, during which 
liquor licenses were granted. 


Third, in our own Town, last year, when licenses were not 
granted, there were more persons selling liquor, more drunken- 
ness, and more pauperism than there was in 1875, when the Town 
granted licenses.

These, in brief, are the reasons which induced the Selectmen 
to grant liquor licenses ; and in taking a candid retrospective view 
of the past year, we are more thoroughly grounded in the belief 
than ever before that less spirituous liquors are drank under a 
license system than under the practical workings of Prohibition. 


We are convinced that under the license system better liquors 
are sold, and that places where they are sold are kept in a more 
orderly manner, than can possibly be the case under Prohibition. 
The dealers are under $1000 bonds to sell pure liquors and keep 
orderly places. Knowing their licenses will be revoked, and their 
bonds forfeited, if they fail to comply with the wishes of the citi- 
zens in these respects, they are naturally enough kept continually 
on the watch to make sure that they are complying with the very. 
stringent requirements of the law.’ 


In short, dealers holding a license under the law, know them- 
selves to be masters of their places. But when selling without a 
license, and in direct violation of the law, they know they are not 
masters of their own business; and, in the latter instance, a man 
going in—who under a license they would refuse—will demand liq- 
nor, and threaten to join in their prosecution if they refuse him ; 
and so, in self-defence, they are compelled to either sell him or 
give him the liquor he demands., 


The question, then, as it seems to us, is narrowed down to 
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simply this: Is it better to regulate the liquor traffic, and the 
State receive $650 and the town $1950—the amount received the 
past year—or is it better to have intoxicating liquors sold in an 
unregulated manner, in open defiance of law? We believe the 
former policy to be the wiser of the two.

HIGHWAY SURVEYORS. 


‘Natick, March Ist, 1878. 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report as Highway Sur- 
veyor. 


The law of last year placing the roads under the supervision of 
the Selectmen, relieves me from the responsibility of saying when 
and where I shall labor upon the roads. 


My district comprises the centre village, with $1800, and I 
expended that appropriation by gravelling North Main street from 
the railroad crossing to Madison Loring’s ; South Main street from 
Walcott’s Block to Pearson’s bakery ; Cross street from So. Main 
to Cottage street; a portion of Pond street, Maple street, West 
Central street, Spring street, Summer street, Washington Avenue, 
Washington street, Clarendon street, a portion of Marion street, a 
portion of Morse street, Church street. Gravelled Winnemay 
street from L. P. Spooner’s to Grove street; a portion of Grove 
street, a part of Forest Avenue and Harrison street. I also madea 
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‘new street from Edward White’s dwelling house to that of Patrick 


Luey’s, being an extension of Morse street. 


I also cut down North Avenue from Washington street to the 
hat factory, and gravelled the same. : 


A new road: was accepted last Fall on ‘‘Coolidge’s flats,” from 
the dwelling of Daniel Allen to Peter Garry’s, being an extension 
of Morse street. Ought to be made this season. 


The roads requiring the most labor to be put in good condition 
in my district, are Grove street and East Central street, both of 
which in the winter season are very bad at times, and during the 
‘winter season East Central street becomes almost impassable in 
places. 


‘I again call attention to drainage of the village, which, if at- 
tended to properly, would save expense upon the roads. 


The men employed by the town to work the town teams have 
done good wofk the past season. 


Harvard street requires gravelling to make it passable in wet 
weather, or when the frost is coming from the ground. 


PATRICK GILROY. 
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Natick, March 1, 1878. 


I have the honor of presenting to you this, my first report as 


Highway Surveyor : 


I commenced under very unfavorable circumstances. The 
woads which were assigned me were mostly hilly. The gutters had 
been filled with stones, so that the water had washed the middle of 
the. road-bed, making gutters there. I endeavored to do what I 
jpdged best. The sum of money I received was $700; it being 
insufficient to repair the roads in my, district, as they should be, 
they being in the condition stated. I therefore bestowed the most 
Babor on those parts which needed it most. 


I repaired seven bridges, and carted, for the use of the roads, 
twelve hundred loads of gravel, and five hundred loads of stone. 
Nine hundred loads of gravel I bought at from five to ten cents a 
load. 


I would recommend a special grant for widening and repairing 


Farwell street. 


PATRICK BRENNAN. 


Natick, March 4, 1878. 


I herewith submit this my second annual report as Highway 
Sarveyor. I was assigned all the roads west of Lake Cochituate, 
@same.as last year, with seven hundred dollars in money to repair 
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the roads ; I managed to work some on all the roads assigned te 
me. ‘The only change in my district was the widening of Pond 
street, which was done by the Selectmen. 


The County Commissioners having ordered a widening of that 
street, which, when completed, will make a great improvement. 


For $700 the roads in my district can be kept in good repair, 


but no permanent improvements can be made with that amount 
of money. 


During last season I caused the road near the dwelling house 
of N. M. Gay, to be widened, and a bank wall to be put in so that 
it will stand for many years. _

Natick, March 1, 1878. 


On assuming supervision of the roads in that part of the town 
known as South Natick, I found the roads in a very bad condition, 
especially Union street from the foot of Broad’s Hill to the Square. 
It took 327 loads of broken stone and 250 loads of gravel to put 
it in a passible condition. 


_ Talso found Eliot street from Mr. Sawin’s place to the Needham 
line, ia rather bad condition. I put several loads of broken stone 
and gravel on it, and now it is in good repair. 


Glen and Pleasant streets I put in as good condition as the 
means at my disposal would allow. I put in one new culvert, and 
repaired six others. 


I would say with my predecessors, that the culverts are in a 
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very bad condition. ‘They are built of small stone, and are not 
large enough to carry off the water, causing the roads to be badly 
washed. 


The amount of money allowed me was $850, I would however 
recommend that a somewhat larger amount be allowed for the year 
ensuing. 


MICHEAL KENNEDY. 


Natick, March 1, 1878. 


I submit the following report as Highway Surveyor of the 
north part of the town. 


I commenced work early in March on North Main street. I 
gravelled 200 rods, 14 feet wide and 10 inches deep, which took 
1300 loads of gravel. I next went to Worcester street, and from 
there to Bacon street, thence to Walnut street, and from there to 
Park avenue. The rest of the streets I have made passable. I 
have carted 2800 loads of gravel, have repaired three bridges, and 
have tried to clear the gutters, and keep the stones out of the roads. 


My share of money was so small, ($750), that it was impossi- 
ble to do justice to the roads. I expected $50 from the Water 
Board; they wanted to know how much more it cost to repair 
Marion and Bacon streets than it would if the water works had not 
gone through, and they thought they would get $50; but they let 
Mr. Goodhue off if he would repair North Avenue, which comes in 
Mr. Gilroy’s district.

In making the report this year we will say at the start that the 
‘figures in the Selectmen’s report will show that we have overdrawn 
-about $400, but if you will look the report through you will see that 
we have not overdrawn, but have saved about $100 from the appro- 
priation, if you will allow us the same pay for the use of the horses 
that we have received every year before. But we were cut down 
$1.50 per day after the appropriation was made—that makes, you 
will see by the report, $266.11. There still remains due the De- 
partment, from the road department, some $256. So you see that 
the road department has received some over $500 from our depart- 
ment that will not show in their report.. We think this should be 
fixed so we can tell at the first of the year what we are to receive, 
then we can keep inside the appropriation. ‘But then we think we 
have not been a very heavy burden on you, and we think you 
would not ask us to lessen the expense if it will hut your depart- 
ment; for we*tlink you want a first-class department that you have, 
and we want to keep it so. We shall have to ask for a little larger 
appropriation this year, as you did not make any appropriation last 


lip 


year for hose, as we asked for, and you must know that our hose 
does not grow any better by using, and we must have 1000 feet of 
mew hose this Spring. Our Steamer, No. 1, was out of order, and 
we could not depend on it. We went to a number of places to see 
which was the best and cheapest place to have it repaired, and so 
sent it to Cambridge; we are haying it repaired in good order, but 
we are not expending any more on it than we are obliged to. It 
will not cost us over $500, and will be back about the 20th of this 
month.

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During the months of February and March there were lodged in 
the Lockup 590. After that time they were lodged at the Poor 
Farm. But we lodged in the lockup from the first of April to the 
first of March seventy-eight, that we found patroling the streets 
through the night. And as we knew that they did not belong to 
Natick we thought it best to have them where they could do ne 
harm. There were twelve fires in Natick during the year; but 
fortunately we discovered them at the commencement; and in only 
one instance was any serious damage done in the village and that 
was the house of Patrick Belger, where unfortunately one poor 
woman was suffoeated. And yet we think that if it had not been 
for our early discovery of the fire more serious loss of life would 
have occured. Last fall we were ordered by. the Selectmen to in- 
clude Felchville in our patrol and one of our number were there as 
often as we thought occasion required. 


We had fourteen search-warrants to search for liquor where there 
was reason to expect that it was sold in violation of the Law. And 
in eleven cases we succeeded in finding it. The number of gallons 
seized amounted to ninty-four gallons ; the largest quantity obtained 
in any one place was thirty-five gallons ; all of which was sent to the 
proper authorities in Boston, Luther Stevenson, Jr. We are happy 
to add in this respect that the places selling without a license are 
few and far between ; but we think it the duty of the citizens to aid 
the authorities by giving information if they know of any place sell- 
ing in violation of the Law.

THE OVERSEERS OF THE POOR, 


FOR 


THIRTEEN MONTHS ENDING MARCH Ist, 1878. 


The Overseers of the Poor, in making their report and submit- 
ting it to the Town, find that infalibility is a trait that few possess, 
but as we agreed to act, according to our best judgment, for the 
cause of humanity and the best interest of the Town, although we 
may have erred in judgment, we have the consciousness of trying 
to do our duty to all. 


When we entered upon the duties of the office, we found it 
difficult to ascertain the settlement of some seeking aid, we would 
therefore suggest that a record be made upon the Assessors’ books 
of those persons whose taxes are abated. We would also advise 
that measures be taken at once to ascertain and make a permanent 
record of all persons that have had their taxes abated by the officers 

I 
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‘of past years, and in future great care be taken in keeping an 
‘accurate account of such abatements. We feel sure that the Town 
has been, and will be called upon to pay hundreds, if not thousands 
of dollars, because of this want of system in the past. 


In regard to those who have applied for, and received relief, 
almost every case has been caused by intemperance, and it is im- 
possible to remedy the evil so long as intoxicating spirits are 
allowed to be sold in Town. If it were not for drunkenness, the 
poor tax would be comparatively small. 


~The Overseers of the Poor would recommend a continuance of 
the rules adopted by them in the discharge of their duties, as 
follows: 


First.—That all applicants for aid who were known to be in- 
‘temperate, ‘be required to take the total abstinence pleaye, and 
keep it. | 


Second.—Where the Town pays rent, the Overseers shall 
choose the +enement. 


Third.—For the interest of the Town, a physician should be 
employed by the month, or by the year, to attend to the poor. 


We make no return of the money due the Town of Natick on 
the poor business, as we think the Town owes other cities and 
towns enough to offset it.

PAUPERS AT ALMSHOUSE. 


The number of paupers at the almshouse is six. One inmate 
died during the year. One girl of 11 years has been taken out 
and cared for by a good family. Two fathers have been visited by 
the Overseers and have taken out their boys and cared for them.— 
Two girls have been bound out to good families, who are relatives 
of the children. The Institution was visited by the Overseers of 
the Poor several times during the vear, and was always found to be 
in good condition; everything neat and clean inside and outside 
the house. 


Ono February 2d, the Overseers visited the almshouse for the 
purpose of making the annual appraisal, and report as follows:

Making our appraisal of stock, in some cases it was not more 
than half of last year’s appraisal, and about two-thirds of the 
stock at less than last year’s figures. | 


During the year a bank wall and post fence has been build on 


the Main road, at a cost of $122.93. Also a new piggery and a 
lock-up. 


Stoves, beds and bedding have been purchased for the tramp 
house at a cost of $50. 


The town appropriated $300 to build a tramp house, $268 of 
which has been used foe that purpose. The house is a great im- 
provement on the old way of lodging tramps at the lock-up and 
poor house. 


The tramps can now be worked by the warden without extra 
expense to the town, and it also gives a chance to keep the lock-up 
clean. 


The Overseers recommend a continuance of the plan of having 
the Town’s people direct all travellers to the Town Farm, where 
the Warden keeps a tramp record. This does away with travellers 
having to run over town nights and Sundaos to get a permit from 
the Overseers.

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TOWN WARRANT. 


CoMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. MiIppLeEseEx S. S.’ 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Natick, in said County, 
GREETING : 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said town 
qualified to vote in elections and town affairs, to meet at the Town 
Hall, Clark’s Block, in said town, on Monday, the eighteenth day 
of March current, at nine o’clock in the forenoor, then and there to 
act. on the following articles, viz: | 


Art. 1. To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. 


Art. 2. Tosce if the town will accept of the provisions of 
Chapter 186 of the General Laws and Resolves passed by the Legis- 
lature of Massachusetts during the session of 1877. relating to the 
election of overseers of the poor. 


Arr. 3. To hear and act upon the reports of the Selectmen, 
Overseers of the Poor, Town Treasurer, Town Clerk, Tax Collector, 
School Committee, Water Board, Trustees under the will of Mary 
Ann Morse, Engineers of the Fire Department, Highway Survey- 
ors, Police officers, Committee on Cemeteries, and any other com- 
mittee or committees that have been chosen by the town on busi- 
nes which is yet unfinished. 


Art. 4. To choose all necessary town officers for the ensuing 
year. : : 
Art. 5. To choose a Board of five Trustees to serve for five 


years, under the will of Mary Ann Morse. 


Art. 6. To see if the town vote to increase the number of its 
School Committee, and to choose one member of the School Com- 
mittee for three years and as many other members for one, two and 
three years, respectively, as the town shall under this article deter- 
mine. 
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Art. 7. To see if the town will authorize the employment of 
a Superintendent of its Schools for the year ensuing. 


Art. 8. To choose a Board of Health, to consist of three 
persons, for the year ensuing. 

Art. 9. To choose a member of the Water Board to serve for 
three years. 

Art. 10. To see how much money the town will grant for re- 
pairing school houses and school furniture; for the support and 
maintainance of schools; for the support and maintainance of roads — 
and bridges; for the support and assistance to the poor; for the 
assistance of poor soldiers engaged in the war of the rebellion, and 
their families; for paying interest, and existing liabilities; for 
collecting taxes, and for abatement of taxes; for decorating the 
graves of soldiers; for the support of Morse Institute; for the 
services of police officers; for paying damages for land taken for 
streets ; for building new roads and streets; for rent of Town Hall, 
rented of Nathaniel Clark; for lighting the streets; for employing 
and paying counsel, agents, or police officers for their service in 
suppressing the illegal sale of intoxicating liquors ; for the comple- 
tion of and furnishing the new High School building, and fencing 
and grading the lot on which it stands, and for all other necessary 
town uses. CPi, 

Art. 11. To see if the town will instruct their Water Com- 
missioners to extend the main water pipes from Dug Pond to Gay’s 
Corner, thence to Hammond’s Corner, thence to Morse’s Corner, 
and thence to Gay’s Corner, or otherwise act thereon. 


Art. 12. To see if the town will lay flag-stones or concrete 
walks across North-Main street, and how many, and at what 
points, and how much money they will appropriate for that pur- 
pose. ; . 

Art. 138. To see if the town will take any action toward 
lighting its streets with gas, or otherwise, and if so what streets, 
and what part of such streets, and how much money they will appro- 
priate for that purpose. 
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Art. 14. To see what action the town will take toward wat- 
ering the principal streets, or furnishing water for them to such of 
' the townspeople as may desire to do so. 


Art. 15. To see if the town will appoint a committee to build 
seats on the Common, and how much money they will appropriate 
for the same.

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REPORT OF 
THE WATER COMMISSIONERS 


OF NATICK. 


The Water Commissioners herewith submit their fourth annual 
report: ‘The Board was organized by the election of C. H. Perry 
as President, and J. B. Fairbanks as Secretary. James W. Morse 


' was elected Superintendent. 


The only claim against the town for land damages now unpaid, 
is that of C. O. Norcross, assignee of Mrs. Fisher. The claimant 
called the County Commissioners, who found for the plaintiff in the 
sum of $650 and interest at 6 per cent. from the time of taking. 


We understand that the town treasurer subsequently made the 
claimant a tender of the amount due, which he refused to accept. 


The suit of Savage & Kinney against the town; for balance 
due for building reservoir, has been decided since our last report. 
The contract price for the work was $6000. The contractors claim- 
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ed that they had done a large amount of extra work, and claimed 
extra compensation amounting to about $4000. The jury gave 
them $500 more than the contract price, and this amount, with ex- 
pene of defense, cost about $2000, the town saving about $2000 
by the contest. 


In accordance with the vote of the town at the last annual 
meeting, we have largely extended the works, so that we now have 
nearly twenty miles of mains. a 


The various parts of the system continue to give general sat- 
isfaction, and it has never been necessary to incur any considerable 
expense for repairs, except on the reservoir. 


TOWN SUPPLY FOR HYDRANTS, SCHOOLS, ETC. 


It has ever been the practice of the town to keep the expenses 
of the various departments separate, and it seems just and reason- 
able that the same course should be pursued in regard to the Water 
Works; and in pursuance of this idea, we would recommend the 
adoption of an order authorizing the Water Commissioners to 
charge and collect from other departments furnished with water, a 
reasonable sum, the same to be paid over to the Water Department 
- from the several appropriations for departments so furnished. — 


This is very nearly a universal custom in other towns and 
cities having works similar to our own. 


The Water Works have been in operation four years, and the 
credits to this department have been only the amount paid in for 
domestic purposes, the town never having authorized the Commis- 
sioners to make any charge for hydrant service. The hydrant ser- 
vice is now a necessary and indispensable arm of the Fire Depart- 
ment, and in our opinion should appear among the items of expen- 
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diture of that department, and an annual appropriation be made to 
cover the same. If the town should see fit to authorize the Water 
Commissioners to charge the Fire Department $40 each for the 112 
hydrants now in use, the income from this source would be $4480, 
and this amount could be passed to the credit of the water depart- 
ment and used to assist in paying the interest on the water debt. 


SINKING FUND. 


By the law of. 1875 regulating the indebtedness of towns and 
cities, it is provided in section 4 that a town or city incurring a 
debt to supply the inhabitants with pure water, shall, besides pay- 
ing the interest as it accrues, establish a sinking fund and contrib- 
ute thereto from year.to year an amount sufficient with accumula- 
tions of interest to extinguish the debt within the time limited by 
the said act, and said sinking fund shall remain sacred and invio- 
late and pledged to the payment and redemption of said debt, and 
shall be used for no other purpose. 


Section 7 of the same act provides that the requirements of the 
foregoing section shall also apply to any city or town that had al- 
ready constructed a water debt prior to the passage of the act to an 
amount exceeding five per cent. on its valuation. 


This town comes under the provision of this law, we having 
issued bonds amounting to $165,000, and we would respectfully call 
the attention of our fellow-citizens to this important matter, and 
suggest the propriety of immediately establishing such a fund. 
The income for water for domestic purposes now exceeds $8000 an- 
nually, and as the running expenses are about $4000 the remaining 
$4000 of income might be set aside as a sinking fund. 


Failing to do something of this kind is to fail to comply with 


the spirit of the law, establish a bad precedent, and in the end con- 
fuse and mix the different departments. 


If this course is pursued the means will be in hand to pay the 
debt as it matures, and this and each succeeding generation will 
contribute to secure the desired end. 


PURITY OF OUR WATER SUPPLY. 


It is a matter of the utmost importance that the purity of our 
water supply should be maintained. The Water Commissioners 
ean do much to secure this end, but they will need the active co-op- 
eration of the people. Every citizen should be extremely vigilant, 
and report without delay any defilement of the water of the Lake, 
or the stream flowing into the same, which may come to their 
knowledge.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


NATICK, MARCH 1, 1878. 
To the Water Commissioners : 


I hereby submit my annnal report of the work which has 
been done during the past year, and the general condition of the 
works. 


MAIN PIPE. 


The 45,778 feet of main pipe which waslaid by G H Nor- 
man, in the year 1874, has now been in use three years. The guar- 
antee expired Jannary 1, 1878, and leaves about nine miles of 
pipe for the town to take care of. The past year there have been 
but two leaks in the above pipe. The cause of those was on ac- 
count of it being laid late in the fall, and not sufficient care in mak- 
ing the joints. A number of lengths were taken up to make alter- 
ations, and it was found in as good condition as when laid. The 
pipe that was laid by Goodhue & Birnie in 1875, 9243 feet, has 
proved to be a good job, never having had a leak on the line. The 
same firm laid 3857 feet in 1876, which has not developed any im- 
perfections yet. 


C. L. Goodhue contracted to lay 31,830 feet of pipe in 1877. 
Most of this amount has proved satisfactory, but there have been 
a number of leaks which were caused by not taking proper care in 
making the joints.

year, with gates and hydrants; also the price paid for each con- 


tract.

HYDRANTS. 


The hydrants have all been repacked and oiled early in the 
Spring, and late in the Fall they were all examined and oiled, and 
there is no doubt as to their efficiency. Thisshould be attended to 
twice every year. Number of hydrants found in table A. 


SERVICE PIPE. 


There are now 566 service pipes inserted in Natick, of which 
201 have been added this year; the total length of service pipes 
inserted by the town is 32.538 feet 5 inches, of which 21,485 feet 
8 inches were charged to Water Consumers. 


In the year 1877 the cost of pipe and fittings for service, and 
labor for laying the same, has been $3,448.73—for which the town has 
' received for pipes laid outside of highway, $2,371.89, more than 
two-thirds having been paid for by the water takers.

The number of fixtures attached to the above service pipes 
are: 992 faucets, 237 hand hose, 42 bath tubs, 90 water closets, 
28 urinals, 18 steam boilers, 2 fountains. Those supplied: 692 
families, 28 stores, 10 saloons, 7 markets, 26 private stables, 4 liv- 
ery stables, 5 hotels, 2 machine shops, 5 boarding houses, 3 fire 
engine and hose stations, 1 station house, 4 bakeries, 1 photo- 
graph gallery, 3 green houses, 1 depot, 1 brewery, 11 shoe manu- 
factories, 1 gas house, 3 churches, 2 post offices, 1 tin shop, 
3 school houses, 8 barber shops.

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- METERS. 


There are thirteen in use, eight of the Union Water Meter 
Company; five of the H. R. Worthington. Two of the former 
broke down before they had been used one year. The Worthing- 
ton’s have given perfect satisfaction, thus far, and by all Water 
Reports have the largest number.in use, and speaks for itself as 
does the pump. 


RESERVOIR. 


The reservoir has had some attention this year as usual, but 
not quiteas much. The banks were put in good order in the 
Spring, by grading the top with loam, and with a heavy coat of 
manure was seeded down, and nowis in good condition outside. 


The amount expended on the reservoir for the year has been 
$151,47. We have received for hay, $43; leaving the cost at 
$108,47. 


GATEWAY AT POND. 


The gate has caused some trouble by leakage into Lake Co- 
chituate. On examination it. was found that water had found its 
way into the old conduit, and had cut away a large space between 
the gate and the Ice House. A pit was sunk to the bottom of the 
old drain and a wall built and puddled on both sides as far as could 
be reached at the high stage of water. 


The cost of repairs was $91,39. 
REPAIRS OF MAIN PIPE, SERVICE PIPE AND HYDRANTS. 


It has been necessary to expend only $29,69 on this part of 
the Water Works. 
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THE PUMP WORKS. 


The pump continues to give entire satisfaction. The record 
kept by the engineer of the duty done by the pump, shows 47,- 
691,000 pounds of water raised one foot high to every 100 pounds 
of coal burned. So high a duty is seldom obtained by any pump- 
ing station of which we have a record. The pump was built by H. 
R. Worthington, New York. The contract required a pump capa- 
ble of delivering one and one-half million gallons of water through 
a twelve inch force main 10,200 feet into a reservoir 183 feet above 
water in pump well, running at a fair rate of speed. Also 50 mil- 
lion foot pounds to every 100 pounds of coal consumed. It will be 
seen that it has nearly kept up to the contract by the year, 
which speaks in high praise of the Worthington Pump. 


During the last year the expense on the pump has been only 
$3.68. The duty performed by the pump, and the repairs 
necessary, are largely dependent upon the skill and management of 
the engineer. 


The following tables, C. D. E., will show in detail what 
has been done at the pumping station of the Natick Water Works.
